Medical  Officer  of  Health 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Stokesley  Rural  District  Council. 

GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1938,  including  vital  statistics  and  particulars 
of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area. 

Among  the  principal  developments  may  be  noted  the 
extension  of  the  Council’s  Water  Supply  to  farms  in  the  Parish  of 
Worsall,  and  a  connection  made  at  Potto  between  the  Council’s 
Turkey  Nab  and  Scugdale  Water  Supplies.  Further  Clearance 
Areas  were  made  relating  to  houses  at  Yarm  which  were  confirmed 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  a  result  of  a  public  enquiry  held  in 
October.  It  is  hoped  to  make  representations  to  the  Council 
regarding  a  number  of  unhealthy  areas  in  Stokesley  early  in  the 
New  Year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  housing  conditions,  especially 
in  the  many  yards  and  courts  in  Yarm  and  Stokesley,  haye 
been  very  deplorable,  but  when  the  Council’s  scheme  of  Clearance 
and  re-housing  is  completed  an  immense  improvement  will  be 
effected.  Work  proceeds  as  a  routine  measure  in  the  re-conditioning 
of  property  under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Adt,  1936,  and  I 
am  confident  that  further  improvement  in  the  housing  conditions 
of  the  rural  population  will  take  place  by  a  thorough  application 
of  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1938. 

A  scheme  is  now  being  examined  to  deal  with  the  scavenging 
of  the  populous  northernly  portion  of  the  rural  district  by  direct 
labour. 

The.  Great  Ayton  Sewage  Works  were  completed  during  1938 
and  are  functioning  satisfactorily.  Sewage  Schemes  are  urgently 
required  in  Stainton,  Broughton,  Swainby,  Carlton  and  Hutton 
Rudby.  As  the  cost  of  providing'  these  very  necessary  works  is 
extremely  heavy  for  a  rural  district  to  defray  unaided,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  some  form  of  Government  grant  will  shortly  be  available. 
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The  schools  in  the  rural  district  were  visited  during  1938  toi 
further  the  Council’s  scheme  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria,. 
A  satisfactory  response  was  obtained  as  will  be  seen  from  the  figures 
shown  in  the  body  of  this  Report. 

Perhaps  the  most  satisfactory  development  during  the  year 
under  review  was  the  immense  increase  in  the  number  of  licences 
to  produce  tuberculin-tested  milk  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1936.  This  number  increased  from  4  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  to  50  at  its  close.  \  This  development  marks 
enormous  progress  in  the  provision  of  a  safe  milk  supply  and  is 
one  which  particularly  interests  this  district,  an  important  milk 
producing  area. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  claims  of  Air  Raid 
Precautions  pressed  heavily  upon  the  work  of  the  Department, 
particularly  from  the  time  of  the  September  crisis  onwards.  I  am 
glad  to  state  that  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  they  did  not  interfere 
with  the  ordinary  work  although,  as  they  become  heavier,  they 
must  of  necessity  result  in  certain  activities  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  being  curtailed.  Whilst  this  is  regrettable,  I  feel — in 
the  present  state  of  national  emergency — it  cannot  be  avoided. 

After  30  years  service,  Mr.  F.  Bainbridge,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  retired  from  the  service  of  the  Council  on  the  30th, 
September.  Mr.  A.  C.  Walker  was  appointed  as  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  of  the  district  and  the  post  of  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  was  created  which  was  tilled  by  Mr.  T.  S.  Yarrow. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  together  with  all  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  invaluable  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  My  sincere 
thanks  are  also  due  to  your  Clerk,  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Members 
of  the  Council’s  Staff.

SECTION  B. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES  : 


These  remain  unchanged. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  : 

The  whole  of  the  District  possesses  ambulance  facilities. 

The  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Association  (Great  Ayton  Division) 
serves  the  greater  part  of  the  District,  and  the  Council  have  decided 
to  make  an  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Division. 

An  agreement  is  made  with  the  Stockton  Corporation  whereby 
the  Parish  of  Yarm  has  the  use  of  the  Corporation  ambulance  for 
purposes  other  than  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  District  are 
removed  by  the  ambulance  of  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation  to  the 
Corporation  Isolation  Hospital,  Middlesbrough. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME  : 

In  all  Parishes  the  District  Nurse  also  undertakes  midwifery. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  between  the  Stokesley 
District  Nursing  Association,  comprising  the  Parishes  of  Stokesley, 
Seamer,  Carlton,  Newby,  Great  and  Lit'tle  Busby,  Great  and  Little, 
Broughton,  Ingleby  Greenhow,  Kirby,  Easby  and  Kildale,  and 
Stainton  District  Nursing  Association  whereby  the  two  districts 
have  been  combined,  and  are  served  by  two  Nurses,'  one  Nurse, 
taking  the  District  lying  to  the  East  of  Stokesley,  and  the  other 
taking  the  one  to  the  West  of  Stokesley. 

(d)  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS  : 

The  North  Riding  County  Council  Ante-Natal  and  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  in  the  Rural  District  are  held  as  follows  : —

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  the  provision  of  an 
Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Ormcsbv  to  ser'vei 
that  rapidly-grown  area.  It  is  hoped  that  this  Centre  will  open 
early  in  the  New  Year.

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SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  (i)  WATER  : 

The  Council’s  Scugdale  water  supply  scheme  was  extended 
during  the  year  to  supply  8  farms  situate  on  the  western  boundary 
of  the  Parish  of  High  Worsall. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  mains  of  the  Council’s  Turkey  Nab 
water  supply  scheme  be  extended  from  Rudby  Bank  Top  to  serve 
the  Parishes  of  Middleton,  Hilton,  and  Ingleby  Barwick.  The 
extension  will  total  miles  (approx.)  of  3  ins.  spun  cast-iron  pipes 
and  will  supply  water  to  69  properties  with  an  estimated  population 
of  312  persons.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £3,750. 

Further  to  the  unfavourable  report  received  from  the 
bacteriologist  during  the  last  week  of  1937  regarding  a  sample  ot  water 
from  the  mains  at  Hutton  Rudby  (Turkey  Nab  Supply),  the  supply 
springs  were  investigated  and  No.  5  spring  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory. 

This  spring  was  immediately  disconnected  from  the  reservoir, 
a  large  area  of  land  surrounding  the  springs  was  fenced,  and  other 
preventive  works  carried  out. 

The  Turkey  Nab  Supply  has  maintained  an  excellent  standard 
of  quality  during  the  year,  but  it  has  still  been  found  necessqny 
to  keep  No.  5  spring  disconnected. 

The  report  on  a  sample  procured  from  the  spring  of  -the 
Scugdale  Supply  was  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the  spring 
was  investigated.  Protective  works  were  carried  out,  and  the 
Scugdale  Supply  has'  maintained  a  highly  satisfactory  standard. 

Notes  on  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  supply  within  the 
area  will  be  found  on  the  table  of  Water  Analyses. 

All  the  public  pumps  in  the  area  have  been  maintained  in 
good  order.

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Great 
Ayton  has  been  completed.  These  Works  now  consist  of  Detritus 
Chamber,  and  Screen,  two  Continuous  F*low  Sedimentation  Tanks,, 
two  Filters,  and  two  Humus  Tanks.  The  existing  Dortmund  Tank 
is  used  for  treatment  of  the  Storm  Water.  »  The  Works  were 
provided  to  obviate  the  complaints  of  nuisances  arising  from  the 
effluent  which  discharged  into  the  River  Leven. 

The  new  Sewer  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Marton  last 
year  have  relieved  a  large  area  from  nuisances  arising  from  cess¬ 
pools!  Owners  of  properties  have  connected  to  this  sewer.  Building 
development  has  also  commenced  on  this  frontage. 

Further  to  complaint  of  crude  sewage  discharging  into 
“Eller beck”  from  properties  in  Station  Road,  Stokesley,  a  Sediment¬ 
ation  Tank  and  Filter  were  constructed  near  the  outfall.  Since  the 
construction  of  the  above  a  large  area  of  land  has  been  purchased 
for  a  school  and  negotiations  are  pending  to  enlarge  or  reconstruct 
these  works  to  meet  with  the  increased  flow. 

There  still  remain  villages  in  the  area  where  treatment 
schemes  are  very  necessary.  They  are  as  follows  : — Great  and 
Little  Broughton,  Kirby,  Carlton,  Hutton  Rudby,  Whorlton  and 
S  taint  on.

Owing  to  complaints  of  the  Contractors’  work,  the  increasing 
demands,  costs,  etc.,  the  Council  considered  undertaking  this  duty 
by  direct  labour.  Tests  have  been  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Karrieir1 
Motors,  Ltd.  and  Messrs.  Scammells,  Ltd.  From  the  reports  of 
these  tests  the  Council  decided  to  carry  out  the  duties  in  fivd  of 
the  Parishes,  viz:  Great  Ayton,  Marton,  Nunthorpe,  Ormesby  and 
Stainton.  The  existing  contracts  to  be  terminated  and  this  work 
to  commence  at  the  beginning  of  the  financial  year. 
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Monthly  collections  of  old  tins,  etc.,  are  carried  out  at. 
Carlton,  Hutton  Rudby,  Ingleby  Arncliffe,  Stokesley,  Whorlton  and 
Yarm.  This  arrangement  is  an  advantage  in  the  rural  Parishes,  ;as 
the  ordinary  house  refuse  can  then  be  more  easily  disposed  of  as 
manure  for  the  land.  The  central  tip  at  Quarry  Hill,  Nunthorpe,, 
has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year,  and  lis  used  for  the 
disposal  of  refuse  from  the  Parishes  of  Marton,  Nunthorpe,  Ormesby 
and  Stainton.

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  : 

The  routine  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  is  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  apply  themselves  diligently  to  this 
very  important  duty. 

Owing  to  the  rural  nature  of  the  district  and  the  differences! 
in  times  of  slaughtering  (which  entail  evening  and  week-end  visitsj, 
a  great  deal  of  time  is  taken  up  in  this  work. 

The  number  of  registered  slaughterhouses  within  the  district 
is  21,  and  the  licensed  slaughterhouses  9.  No  notices  were  seifved 
in  respect  of  failure  to  limewash  as  the  occupiers  of  slaughterhouses 
perform  this  duty  regularly. 

1292  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the 
year.  No  prosecutions  were  necessary;  the  butchers  give  every 
assistance  to  the  Inspectors  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  there  are  69 
licensed  slaughtermen  within  the  district.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  infectious  and  other  Diseases. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the 
year  was  51 :  of  these  24  were  in  the  Parish  of  Great  Ay  ton,  an!d,  6 
in  each  of  the  Parishes  of  Hutton  Rudby  and  Ormesby.  About 
the  time  of  these  cases  there  was  an  increased  incidence  in  the 
Towns  of  Tees-side,  and  the  cases  that  occurred  in  the  rural  district, 
might  be  regarded  as  a  spread-over.  Cases  were  removed  to 
hospital  where  it  was  considered  there  jvas  possibility  of  spread  of 
the  infection,  where  nursing  was  thought  to  be  difficult  or  where, 
the  severity  of  the  illness  was  ,  such  as  to  necessitate  hospital  treat¬ 
ment. 


Returns  were  received  from  Head  Teachers  of  Schools  of 
the  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  amongst  their  scholars. 
Most  of  the  exclusions  were  on  account  of  Chicken  Pox,  although 
there  was  a  considerable  epedemic  of  Influenza  occurring  among  the 
children  of  Kirby  School  in  April.  The  following  schools  werq 
disinfected  during  the  year  : — 

The  Firs,  Nunthorpe. 

Edward  Kitching  School,  Great  Ayton. 

Ingleby  Greenhow  School. 

Hutton  Rudby  School. 

In  November  a  number  of  cases  of  Jaundice  were  reported 
among  children  attending  the  Ingleby  Greenhow  School.  Altogether 
there  were  17  of  these  cases  which  commenced  with  a  slight  pyrexia 
and  catarrhal  symptoms  about  the  nose  and  throat,  Jaundice  usually 
supervening  about  a  fortnight  from  the  commencement  of  the  ill¬ 
ness.  It  was  noted  that  almost  all  the  children  affected  were  in 
the  Infants’  Department  of  the  School  and  sat  together  in  class. 
The  children  who  presented  symptoms  of  a  catarrhal  nature  were 
excluded  from  the  school,  instructions  were  given  regarding  the 
disinfecting  of  children’s  throats  and  noses,  and  the  school  disin¬ 
fected.  After  this  action  was  taken  no  further  cases  were  reported 
to  me.
